Talk Topic 


“ Lest We Forget” was the 
subject on which J ohn Owen, 
Warsaw, superintendent of the 
schools in Benton County , spoke 
Tuesday noon to members of the 
Optimist Club and the Kiwanis^

Hotel. 
Ideals, Owen told the group,! 
come out of what we call our 
heritage and ‘here should be 
gratitude for that heritage.

touched on the events of the p ast' 
weekend when hearts were sad­ 
dened for the loss of a great 
leader who was dedicated to 
human dignity , but pointed out 
that this country was not thrown 
into a 
revolution for in 
this 
country a new president steps ■ 
in and the transition is made in ! 
a calm manner. 


The 
reason

leadership can take place in this ' 
manner, he continued, is be­ 
cause of our heritage. 
It was 
in 1620, he reminded the group,, 
that 102 people oame in the May - 
flow'er try ing to make new lives 
and new homes. 
There was | 
sickness, death, hardships and 
homesickness among the groups | 
that winter when about half of | 
them died. 
But then cam e the, 
harvest, and because of their 
gratitude there was a time set i 
aside for Thanksgiving. 
Tradi-I 
tionally . the speaker said, our 
Thanksgiving is one full of food 
and happiness and our country 
is rich in m any things. 
But the | 
most important thing was the ^ 
ty pe of government set up by 
these people. 
The May flower Compact, Ow­ 
en said, was an agreem ent that 
the majority of the people should 
rule the group and elect lead ers.; 
They knew that freedom com e s' 
from man’s faith in God and 
faith in his fellowman. 
After 156 y ears of develop­ 
ment the colonies realized that- 
freedom was slipping away from 
them. And in 1776 they prepar-, 
ed the Declaration of Independ-I 
ence by which they demanded 
a decency of government, h e ; 
said. 
The government was es- 
i 
tablished on the basis of divine 
providence. 


Continuing Owen pointed out, 
that in 1787 it was decided the 
government was still not quite' 
adequate, and they drew up the 
Constitution. 
That is why , the speaker said, 
that we are able to make a 
transition from one leader to 
another. 
But the government was y et 
not as they wanted it, for they 
realized they had not included 
privileges for the people and 
thus they prepared the Bill of 
Rights.

Portents 
of 
kJoh ’ 


President Ly ndon R. Johnson s first day s 
in high office su ggest what his long back­ 
grou nd also su ggests, that he will u nderlake 
his awesome du ties with great responsibil­ 
ity . the requ isite dignity the job demands, 
and a fu ll awareness of the grav ity of the 
key problems the nation faces. 
His beginning insistence on maintaining 
a sense of continu ity in the gov ernment 
seems not only generally wise, bu t pecu liar­ 
ly v ital to him in v iew of the timing of his 
accession to the White Hou se. 
This is the stage when the federal bu dget 
is being made u p. and when many legisla­ 
tiv e plans for 1964 are being shaped 
Ev en assu ming the new president cou ld 
qu ickly find men of his own to place in 
major staff and cabinet posts, he wou ld 
hav e preciou s little time to acqu aint them 
with the already tar-adv anced 1964 plans. 
Their contribu tion to the effort cou ld hardly 
be significant. 
If the members of the late John F. Ken­ 
nedy ’s administration respond fu lly to John­ 
son's call to stay at their jobs, he will not 
hav e this distracting problem. Work in 
progress can go forward, and the President 
can concentrate on soaking u p u nderstand­ 
ing of the world and domestic situ ations in 
which he finds the cou ntry . 
The circu mstance which brou ght many 
world leaders to Washington for the Ken­ 
nedy fu neral enabled Johnson to plu nge 
fast into the learning process. Already he 
has met dozens of these men, and has had 
meaningfu l thou gh brief conv ersations with 
French President Charles de Gau lle. Ger­ 
man Chancellor Lu dwig 
Erhard, Prime 
Minister Lester Pearson of Canada. Japan's 
Prime Minister Hav ato Ikeda. 
On top of this he has conferred with some 
35 of the 50 United States gov ernors in hope 
of establishing a national amity in this dif­ 
ficu lt transition period. 
To them, as to world leaders, he has in­ 
dicated that he seeks not only continu ity of 
personnel bu t continu ity of policy . He pro­ 
poses to carry on Kennedy 's fight for tax 
cu t and civ il rights proposals. 
Bu t all this mu st su rely change with time. 


The problems toll alter, and so therefore 
will the policies. Johnson will hav e to shape 
a cou rse all his own. 
Gradu ally , too, the new president will su p­ 
plant at least some and perhaps many 
members of the Kennedy regime with men 
of his own choosing. 
Any chief ex ecu tiv e mu st inev itably pu t 
his personal stamp on the top circles of his 
gov ernment. They mu st reflect his personal 
sty le. Clearly , many of the Kennedy “ carry ­ 
ov ers” were u niqu ely su ited to the late 
president's sty le. 
Most appraisers agree Johnson brings 
many u sefu l gifts to the presidency . He has 
the long backgrou nd in gov ernment, the 
legislativ e ex perience which acqu aints him 
deeply with the way s of Congress, the su ­ 
perb record of management he registered 
in his y ears as Senate Majority Leader. 
Under Kennedy he had a chance to ac­ 
qu aint himself intensiv ely with all matters 
pertaining to space. He dealt with impor­ 
tant civ il rights matters. And he trav eled 
widely to see first-hand a large nu mber of 
cru cial cou ntries. 
Johnson will need ev ery thing he has. He 
has only nine months u ntil the 1964 Demo­ 
cratic conv ention which presu mably will 
choose him to ru n for the nex t term. 
And ev en some of this time mu st be u sed 
not for making a record, bu t for preparing 
to campaign. Each task will distract him 
from the other. 
On the other hand, the shortness of his 
presidential record will make him a some­ 
what more difficu lt target than Kennedy 
wou ld hav e been. And he cannot be charged 
heav ily with Kennedy ’s assets and liabili­ 
ties, whatev er those were. 
The tests u pon Johnson are plainly great. 
If he fails, he may be president for ju st 
the y ear and two months left in Kennedy ’s 
term. Bu t if he su cceeds, he may hav e a 
chance for election not ju st in 1964 bu t in 
1968. For the two-term limit will not bar 
su ch a bid. 
Thu s the “ Johnson Year” will draw re­ 
markable attention from both the nation 
and the world.

Fan aticism Was Not Th at of On e Man

WASHINGTON—If y ou stu dy the history 
of American presidents who hav e been as­ 
sassinated. y ou find that most of these 
tragedies did not come abou t throu gh the 
fanaticism of one man. They came abou t 
becau se powerfu l influ ence-molders in the 
nation had preached disrespect and hate 
for the au thority of the gov ernment, and 
the man in the White Hou se who sy mbolized 
gov ernment. 
In the city where President Kennedy was 
killed, the Dallas News had long criticized 
the president. Its pu blisher, Ted Dealv . had 
accu sed Kennedy of ru nning the nation as 
Caroline rode her tricy cle. On the day the 
President arriv ed, the Dallas News carried 
a fu ll page adv ertisement berating Kennedy 
in v itriolic langu age. 
It was placed by the “ American fact­ 
finding committee.” seldom heard of com­ 
mittee and signed by Bernard Weissman, 
a shoe salesman. 
It gav e as an address, 
“ P.O. Box 17 92—Dallas 22.” 
President Kennedy obv iou sly did not know 
abou t this in adv ance. 
Bu t he did know 
that Dallas had attacked and insu lted Adlai 
Stev enson, that Bru ce Alger, the Repu blican 
congressman 
from 
Dallas 
had 
spoken 
harshly of Mrs. Ly ndon Johnson; and that 
Dallas was one of the most v itriolic cities 
in the USA. 


Knowing this, Kennedy had prepared a 
speech which in mild and scholarly lan­ 
gu age reminded the people of Dallas that 
“ in a world fu ll of fru strations and irrita­ 
tions, America's leadership mu st be gu ided 
by the lights of learning and reason.” 


“ There will alway s be dissident v oices 
heard in the land,” he said, “ ex pressing 
opposition withou t alternativ es, finding fau lt 
hu t nev er tav or, perceiv ing gloom on ev ery 
side and seeking influ ence withou t respon­ 
sibility . 
“ Bu t today ,” he said, obv iou sly with Dal­ 
las in mind, “ other v oices are heard in the 
land—v oices preaching doctrines wholly u n­ 
related to reality . . . which assu me that 
v itu peration is as good as v ictory , and that 
peace is a sign of weakness.” 
Dallas's answer, ev en before that speech 
was deliv ered, was to shoot John F, Ken­ 
nedy . 
Arizona's Answer 
After that answer. William R. Matthews, 
a neighboring editor of the Arizona Daily 
Star in Tu cson wrote this editorial; 
“The hatred - preachers got their man. 
They did not shoot him: they inspired the 
man or men who did it. 
i t was a carefu lly planned assassination. 
. . . It looks as if there were three assas­ 
sins who fired one shot each, becau se three 
bu llets appear to hav e arriv ed simu ltane­ 
ou sly . 
” 1 was in Dallas last week at a meeting 
of men from all ov er Tex as. 
I was dis­ 
cou raged and alarmed ov er the v iolence 
of the hatred ex pressed not only against 
Jack Kennedy bu t at Ly ndon Johnson. . . . 
The haters and the name-smearers hav e 
reaped what they preached.” 
The greatest monu ment the American 
people can erect to John F. Kennedy is a 
spiritu al monu ment — the eradication of 
hate. 
“ If we really lov e this cou ntry ,” said 
Chief Ju stice Earl Warren at the late presi­ 
dent’s bier, 
if we tru ly lov e ju stice and 
mercy , if we ferv ently want to make this 
aation better, w t can at least abju re the 


hatred that consu mes people, the false ac­ 
cu sations that div ide u s, and the bitterness 
that begets v iolence.” 
Gov . Pat Brown of California and Charles 
Taft of Ohio, co-chairmen of America’s con­ 
science fu nd, hav e proposed that in order 
to erect a spiritu al monu ment, men gather 
in cities across the nation in a candlelight 
procession to pledge the end of intolerance 
and to affirm that su ch tragedy shall not 
happen in America again. 
Interfaith Memorials Urged 


“The beau tifu l fu neral serv ice at St. Mat­ 
thews Cathedral are still fresh in ou r mem­ 
ory ,” said Gov . Brown and Mr. Taft, “ and, 
thanks to the modern miracle of telev ision, 
Protestants and Jews were able to partici­ 
pate in the serv ices of President Kennedy ’s 
own faith. Bu t since John F. Kennedy as 
president belonged to all faiths, we su ggest 
interdenominational serv ices be held in the 
gathering du sk with candles on the first 
appropriate Su nday in other cities; so that 
America's 
conscience 
may 
speak 
ou t 
against the mentality that mov es men to 
take the liv es of other men. 
“ We su ggest that for those who may not 
hav e candles readily av ailable, they he sold 
near the place of meeting for a nominal 
price, so that America's conscience fu nd 
may prov ide su pport for the widow of the 
Dallas policeman and her three children 
who now su ffer becau se of hate; and to 
help others who hav e su ffered from the 
bombings and the wav e of intolerance which 
now poison the nation. 
“The demented mind of the assassin who 
took the life of John F. Kennedy in Dallas 
is no different from the mind of the mu r­ 
derers who snu ffed ou t the liv es of fou r 
little girls in Birmingham. 
“ These shamefu i blots on America’s con­ 
science will continu e u ntil America's con­ 
science speaks ou t. 
“And as 40,000 Berliners marched 
in 
torchlight, in memory of President Ken­ 
nedy , we propose that Americans all ov er 
the nation march in far greater nu mber in 
his memory and in protest against hate. 
This is the kind of a monu ment he wou ld 
wish.” 
So spoke two leaders, one a Catholic, one 
an Episcopalian, one a Democrat, the other 
a Repu blican, who hav e been try ing to wipe 
ou t hate in America. 
To that end, thou sands of Americans in 
the nation's capital are planning a march 
to the Lincoln memorial in a candlelight 
memorial to a president who died becau se 
of hate. Their hope, and the hope of the 
inter-laith leaders who will speak from the 
monu ment of another great marty red presi­ 
dent will he to carry ou t the goal of Presi­ 
dent Kennedy 's Dallas speech, a speech 
nev er deliv ered, that Americans may better 
learn how to liv e with their fellow men.

WASHINGTON (API — Jack 
Ru by created a legal situ ation 
nev er — literally — seen before 
when, in fu ll v iew of practically 
all America, he gu nned a man 
to death. 
Ru by cou ldn't claim self-de­ 
fense. He shot Lee Harv ey Os­ 
wald, charged with assassinat­ 
ing President John F. Kennedy , 
in the Dallas city jail while the 
handcu ffed 
Oswald 
was 
su r­ 
rou nded by police. Nor cou ld he 
claim it was an accident. 
He cou ldn't try to say he did 
not do it. Millions saw him on 
telev ision as he did it. Other 
millions saw him do it on end­ 
less telev ision reru ns. Newspa­ 
pers carried pictu res of it from 
coast to coast. 
The U.S. Su preme Cou rt has 
already said what it thinks of 
the effect on a local commu nity 
which sees a man confess on lo­ 
cal telev ision to a local crime. 
Bu t Ru by did more than con­ 
fess, and it wasn’t local. 
Since 
Kennedy and 
Oswald 
were both killed in Dallas, the 
people there cou ld not bu t be 
particu larly aware of the ev ents. 
And it wou ld be a poor Dallas 
citizen who didn’t hav e an inter­ 
est in the ev ents and what Ru by 
did. 
Yet, Ru by will be tried before 
a ju ry of Dallas citizens. This 
raises a qu estion: Can Ru by get 
a fair trial in the legal sense 
that the people 
on 
his 
ju ry 
hav e 
not 
already 
preju dged 
him’’ 
And, since the whole nation 
was a witness cou ld he in the 
same sense get a fair trial any ­ 
where in this cou ntry ? 


‘Ordinarily where there are 
u nu su ally strong local feelings 
abou t a crime, or where the peo­

hav e u nu su al interest or 
knowledge of it, the defense law­ 
y er can ask for a change of 
v enu e. 
This means hav ing his trial in 
some other city where there was 
not the same local feeling, in­ 
terest or knowledge.

what Ru by did was national. A 
change in v enu e wou ld seem 
senseless. 
The 
Su preme Cou rt 
stepped 
into a local case earlier this 
y ear. 
Wilbu r Ridcau , a Lou isiana 
Negro, was conv icted of mu rder 
in a 1961 crime in which a bank 
was 
robbed, 
a 
woman clerk 
was stabbed to death, and three 
other 
bank 
employ es 
were 
wou nded by a lone bandit. 
Rideau was apprehended. The 
sheriff got a confession from 
him and then, on a local telev i­ 
sion station, had him repeat the 
confession in fu ll pu blic v iew. 
This TV confession was broad­ 
cast three day s in a row. 
The defense lawy er contended 
that by the telev ision showing 
Rideau was “ allowed to conv ict 
himself” before the pu blic in an 
area from which residents were 
called as ju rors at the trial. 
Fu rther, the lawy er argu ed, 
three of the trial ju rors saw the 
broadcast and two of the ju rors 
were depu ty sheriffs. 
The state argu ed the three 
TV-watching ju rors swore they 
cou ld and wou ld decide the case 
solely on ev idence produ ced at 
the trial and that the two depu ­ 
ties had honorary commissions 
and had no connection with the 
sheriff’s department.

smallpox , ty phu s, ty phoid, bu ­ 
bonic plagu e (the black death), 
lockjaw, diphtheria, rabies, scar­ 
let fev er and malaria. These 
hav e been v irtu ally eliminated 
throu gh the application of sani­ 
tary practices and immu nizing 
v accines or tox oids. 
Let u s be thankfu l, too, for 
antibiotics and the many other 
antimicrobial dru gs. Let u s be 
thankfu l for insu lin, cortisone, 
estrogens and all the other hor­ 
mones that hav e done so mu ch 
to reliev e su ffering. 
Let u s he thankfu l that y ou r 
doctor is liv ing in an age when 
new methods of diagnosis and 
new operativ e techniqu es are 
helping him in many way s to 
help y ou . Bu t let u s not forget 
that new dru gs and other dis­ 
cov eries are not the whole of 
medicine. 
Let u s he especially thankfu l 
for the family 
phy sician 
who 
takes time to listen to y ou r cares 
and worries and who has the 
patience to get to know y ou . Let 
u s he thankfu l for the family 
doctor who is not only y ou r phy ­ 
sician, bu t also y ou r friend. 
Q — I am a 47 -y ear-old hou se­ 
wife. I hav e to get u p three or 
fou r times ev ery night to u rin­ 
ate. My doctor tested my u rine 
and fou nd no su gar. What can 
1 do? 
A — You rs is a common com­ 
plaint. Althou gh I know it is a 
sou rce of annoy ance, y ou won’t 
die of it. Bladder infection can 
probably be ru led ou t, becau se 
it wou ld more likely cau se y ou 
to get u p 10 or 12 times a night. 
Drinking large qu antities of tea, 
coffee or beer can be a cau se. 
Bu t many persons wou ld rather 
get u p at night than go to bed 
thirsty . 
As we grow older there is a 
gradu al hardening of the arter­ 
ies and this is often associated 
with an increase in u rination at 
night. 
Fu rthermore, 
in many 
persons, nerv ou s tension du ring 
waking hou rs is a factor. This 
tension 
restricts 
the 
flow of 
blood to the kidney s then, when 
y ou go to sleep, the blood v es­ 
sels relax and the kidney s make 
u p for lost time. 
Q — What cau ses Bell’s palsy 
and what can he done to pre­ 
v ent it from recu rring? 
A — Bell's palsy or one-sided 
facial paraly sis may be cau sed 
by ex posu re to cold, inju ry , in­ 
fection, or tu mors. The cau se is 


often hard to determine It u su ­ 
ally clears u p spontaneou sly af­ 
ter sev eral weeks or months and 
recu rrence is rare. In some per­ 
sons, howev er, the facial nerv e 
is killed and the condition is 
permanent.

J ohnson has called for action 
now on Kennedy’s civil rights 
legislation. The possibilities of 
getting it likely will be dis­ 
cussed today at a meeting be­ 
tween J ohnson and Roy Wilkins, 
executive secretary of the Na­ 
tional Association for the Ad­ 
vancement of Colored People. 
Kennedy’s relations with Con­ 
gress were building to a crisis 
—a situation J ohnson has inher­ 
ited. Yet the new President can 
not afford in an election year 
not to get what Negro voters re­ 
gard as meaningful civil rights 
legislation. 
Kennedy’s .strength with the 
Negroes was unquestioned. J ohn­ 
son’s is not readily assessable. 
If the President has to com­ 
promise the rights bill to get 
Congress’ approval for it, he 
could lose ground sharply with 
Negroes, particularly if the Re­ 
publicans nominate a strong civ­ 
il rights advocate. 
There now is no apparent way 
to move past the barrier of a 
Southern Democratic filibuster 
in the Senate a bill containing 
the controversial section that 
would enforce desegregation on

Can Be Large With Catfish 


LAWRENCE, Kan. (A P )-A 
cattleman 
can 
raise 
more 
pounds of fish than beef on a 
pasture acre—if he has a suit­ 
able pond and takes care of it. 
Prof. Frank Cross of the Uni­ 
v ersity of Kansas, associate di­ 
rector of the State Biological 
Surv ey , and a man with a lot 
of ex perience study ing .Kansas 
fish, say s 1,200 pounds of fish a 
y ear isn't too much to ex pect 
from a one-acre pond. More 
than a ton of fish can be pro­ 
duced under ideal conditions. 
Thai’s 
s e v e r a l 
hundred 
pounds more meat than beef on 
the hoof would produce in the 
same area, he said, but the 
farmer has to decide for him- 
.self whether the fish are worth 
more. 
But since he already may 
hav e the pond to water his 
stock, it usually is practical to 
stock it with fish for food and 
sport, Cross said. 
To raise the amount of fish 
Cross mentioned requires man­ 
aging fish in a pond like cattle 
in a feed lot. The kind recom­ 
mended is channel catfish, and 
they hav e to be fed. 
The farmer - fisherman also 
has to harv est the fish ev ery 
y ear if he wants the max imum 
amount 
of 
meat. 
This 
may 
mean draining the pond or sein­ 
ing the fish, rather than catch­ 
ing them on hook and line. The 
pond then must be restocked. 
Another possibility is simply 
stocking the pond for sport fish­ 
ing. In addition to the farmer’s 
own enjoy ment, it’s possible to 
charge other fishermen for the 
priv ilege of using the pond. 
If a pond is less than an acre 
and its water is muddy , it’s a 
better home for channel catfish 
than for bass or bluegill 
“ If a landowner has a large, 
clear pond, by all means he 
should be encouraged to stock 
it with bass and other sport 
fish,” 
Cross 
said 
“ But 
for 
many small ponds, channel ca t­ 
fish will pnx luce many times 
more pounds per acre and .sur­ 
v iv e better in muddy water.” 
For sev eral y ears, Cross and 
his graduate students hav e ex ­ 
plored the possibilities of inten­ 
siv e production of channel cat­ 
fish, tor sport or commercial 
purposes, 
using 
ex perimental 
ponds at the univ ersity . The 
work is supported by the Kan­ 
sas Forestry , Fish and Game 
Commission. 
They report they hav e found 


they 
can 
consistently 
grow 
about 120 pounds of fish in one- 
tenth-acre pond, or 1,200 pounds 
to an acre. 
The ex perimental fish arc fed 
a pelleted diet similar to liv e­ 
stock feed, containing about 30 
per cent protein. Feeding this 
ration, it would cost about $250 
a y ear to produce 1,200 pounds 
of catfish in a farm pond. 
In Douglas County , about 15 
farmers 
are 
feeding 
fish 
in 
their ponds. None was doing it 
10 y ears ago. 
Some licensed dealers hatch 
and raise fish to fingerling size, 
then sell them to other pond 
owners for about $75 a thou­ 
sand. Other landowners raise 
the fingerlings to 8 to 12-inch 
size, then sell them for restock­ 
ing at about 35 cents each.

After Oswald’s arrest, paraf­ 
fin tests were made in an effort 
to detect any particles of gun­ 
powder on Oswald’s hands, and 
Wade reported: “ Paraffin tests 
on b oth hands showed he had 
recently fired a gun.” 
Even more damning evidence 
was found in Oswald’s Dallas 
room. It was a map of the city 
of Dallas. On it were marks at 
various intersections where the 
Kennedy motorcade was due to 
pass. There also was a line 
drawn from the School Book 
Depository b uilding to the spot 
ab out 75 y ards away where the 
b ullet struck the presideDt—a 
trajectory faithfully followed b y 
the assassin. 


All the evidence outlined pub ­ 
licly so far is circumstantial. 
But circumstantial evidence is 
sufficient to prove murder, if 
the jury accepts it. 
A simple example of such evi­ 
dence is: If a man emerges 
from a sub way into b right sun­ 
shine, b ut sees wet pavements, 
gushing gutters and droplets of 
water drib b ling down store win­ 
dows, he may reasonab ly infer 
that it has rained. He didn’t see 
it rain b ut the evidence is suffi­ 
cient for him to accept as fact 
that it has. 
There is one final factor in al­ 
most any murder trial: 
Oswald would have had the 
right to plead insanity as a de­ 
fense. But he would have had 
to prove it. The state would not 
have to prove him sane. 
The rule governing insanity in 
an American court room gener­ 
ally follows the M’Naghton law, 
which states: “To estab lish a 
defense on the grounds of insan­ 
ity , it must b e clearly proved 
that, at the time of the commit­ 
ting of the act, the party ac­ 
cused was lab oring under such 
a defect of reason from disease 
of the mind as not to know the 
nature and quality of the act he 
was doing or, if he did know, 
that he did not know he was do­ 
ing what was wrong.” 
That, 
then, 
oversimplified, 
was the known case against Lee 
Harvey Oswald had he lived to 
go to trial—a case weak in mo­ 
tive, solid on opportunity and 
strong with circumstantial evi­ 
dence. 
“ I’ve sent men to the electric 
chair with less evidence,” Wade 
declared.
